W ayne Skene originally intend- 
ed to write a fairly straight- 
forward narrative of Canada’s 
airline industry. “It seemed like a 
pretty simple journalistic exercise,” 
he notes. “However, the more I got 
into it, the more it became obvious 
that it was going to be about much 
more than just Canada’s airline in- 
dustry and the effects of 
deregulation; it was a story that 
would touch upon some very fun- 
damental questions about our 
politics, culture, and national iden- 
tity.” 

And so Wayne Skene, author, 
former radio and television 
producer, and current communi- 
cations consultant, entered the 
great Canadian debate; whither 
Canada and our future as a nation? 

Skene, who was in Edmonton 
recently to promote his latest book 
Turbulence: How Deregulation 
Destroyed Canada's Airline Indus- 
try, offers a compelling and often 
upsetting depiction of the process 
by which Canada lost control of 
one of its most important national 
institutions. 

“Canada’s once-proud and thriv- 
ing airline industry lies in tatters,” 
he says, and “can no longer be said 
to control even the airspace over 
its own country.” 


Troubled conscience 


For those interested in knowing 
just how such a ruinous state of 
affairs came to be, this book is guar- 

-_ anteed to offer answers, but 
certainly nothing resembling salves 
for troubled consciences. Skene, 
whose previous full-length work, 
the controversial Fade to Black: A 
Requiem for the CBC, demonstrates 
with Turbulence further evidence 
of a strong and proud Canadian 
nationalist sentiment that flies in 
the face of the prevailing teeth- 
gnashing and _ hypocritical 
hand-wringing apologia that pass- 
es for examination of Canadian 
issues. 

Readers will be angered, upset 
and filled with disbelief at some of 
the acts of incompetence and ve- 
nality depicted in this book; while 
it is beyond the scope of this article 
to list them all, consider the fol- 
lowing. 

Skene asserts that “contrary to 

- popular belief, the airlines them- 

selves (especially in the USA and 
the clamour to deregu- 





fastness of vision, also drawn from 
blind adherence to American busi- 
ness and political philosophies, 
that simply refused to admit they 
were wrong, even when the evi- 
dence is all around them.” 

Consider also Skene’s belief that 
the sheer cost of running an airline 
is so prohibitive, the operating 
costs so high and the profit mar- 
gins so low, that deregulation only 
serves to destroy what stability 
there is by forcing airlines into 
unrealistic cutthroat competition. 
That further undercuts their already 
tenuous hold on a hard-won mar- 
ket share. 


Monopoly protection 


He convincingly argues that 
“there are times when a lessening 
of government regulation makes 
some sense, particularly when an 
industry has reached a proper level 
of maturity and the capital infra- 
structure has expanded excessively 
under monopoly protection, as is 
the case with telephones and tele- 
communications in Canada.” 

“Prudently regulated competi- 
tion, not... complete deregulation, 
then makes some sense... The solu- 
tion is to regulate properly, not 
deregulate. There are too many 
weaker interests to protect in a 
body politic to take government 


- out of the equation entirely.”

“Glamor and misogyny are two 
totally separate frames of reference 
It’s like a prism because fashion is 
very multi-faceted.

I can get the job done 
without having to be totally com- 
fortable." Heels aren't that 
comfortable but they provide an 
althernative,” says Jeanne Beker 

Beker is the host of Fashion TV 
Reached at City TV in Toronto, she 
explains why the return to glamor 
should not be feared 

“People who complain glamor 
may resurface as hatred of women 
have an old-fashioned viewpoint 
In my opinion, I think the current 
trends are the antithesis of this atti- 
tude. We have tons of variety in 
fashion now. No one should be in- 
timidated by what's in. What's in is 
individuality, total variety and confi- 
dence in ourselves,” says Beker 

Beker is quick to point out the 
differences in models now as op- 
posed to in the early '80s. She says 
we have blond, brunette, black, East 
Indian, white, tall, short, thin, vo- 
luptuous, young and old models 
It's quite a change from the days of 
the blond, blue-eyed American 
beach girls who dominated the 
magazines in the past 

“What's truly in fashion is being 
and accepting yourself. All these 
alternatives in fashion are being 
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encouraged. Women are rejoicing 
about the new way of dressing. You 
can flaunt and strut your stuff in 
some of these clothes, and it doesn't 
mean you're an object because 
you're in control of what you are 
wearing,” explains Beker 

While Beker admits to past evils 
in the fashion industry, she thinks 
women have come too far to be 
pushed around by a fashion editor 
explaining what is right for them. 

“Fashion is no longer exploiting 
women like it did in the "70s. Wom- 
en are no longer unsure of who they 
are. They can’t be pushed around as 
easily as they were in the past be- 
cause now, we really know where we 
are going,” stresses Beker 

Beker should know. She is sur- 
rounded daily by the fashion world 
and still manages to compete with 
other media backstage at the col- 
lections with the best of them. She 
gets her interviews and photos (in 
high heels!) without letting other 
people push her around 

She thinks a lot of top models 
also have this attitude. “The fash- 
ion industry is like a celebration of 
everything. For example, models like 


-Lauren Hutton are still stars when 


they're over 50 years old. In the past, 
models were done by the time they 
got over 25. Look at Linda Evange- 
lista, she’s still the top-at 28.” 
Even after close to 30 years in the 
fashion industry, Hutton continues 
to have the upper hand. She current- 
ly demands photographers do not 
touch up her photos because she 
wants people to see the real her.

Chi- 
nook Theatre, which leases the 
building from the city, moved out 
two years ago, subleasing it to 
Rapid Fire Theatre, and four small 
theatre groups calling themselves 
the Chinook Consortium. 

The current lease, negotiated 
before rents in the area sky rock- 
eted (driving out the very 
merchants who helped bring 
about the area’s revitalization) is 
up for renewal in 1995. City by- 
laws require it to be renewed at 
market rates, triple the $24,000 
per year of the current lease. Sev- 
enty-two thousand dollars would 
effectively evict the Consortium, 
paving the way for yet another bar 
or restaurant to take over the build- 
ing responsible for the area's 
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money on improving the build- 
ing, increasing the city’s equity.” 

Since the Consortium took the 
theatre over, attendance there dou- 
bled last season and is likely to 
triple this season. Other small the- 
atre companies have also begun 
producing shows at the Chinook 
The building is gaining momen- 
tum towards becoming the hotbed 
of a new small theatre movement 
in Edmonton much like the Kaasa 
Theatre did 12 years ago. The fate 
of the building could be decided 
this spring. If you want to support 
Edmonton's fledgling small thea- 
tre movement, phone your 
alderperson’s office and tell them 
you support the Consortium 

This year’s economic hardships 
saw the body count rise among 
the seasons of the medium-sized 
and big theatres. The Citadel an- 
nounced its smallest season since 
Robin Phillips’ arrival (eight 
shows down from 12 in 1993/94) 
and it stopped producing public 
shows in the Rice Theatre. Nexus 
Theatre had to cancel the first 
show in its resurrection season. 

Workshop West and Theatre 
Network cut their seasons by half 
of a show by co-producing Brad 
Fraser’s Poor Superman. Theatre 
Network has had it's share of fi- 
nancial trouble, and the Phoenix 
announced that its deficit could 
affect season plans 

The neo-Reganite agenda driv- 
ing the so called Klein revolution 
(read backlash) appears certain 
to savage the arts in 1995. With 
his deficit hysteria misinformation 
campaign, Ralph spent 1994 plun- 
dering Alberta's social fabric for 
booty to toss to his wealthy pri- 
vate sector cronnies. 


Sweat equity 


With NewSpeak like “sweat eq- 
uity”, and “community standards” 
Alberta’s Tories continue to sac- 
rifice the government's moral and 
societal obligations at the altar of 
“efficiency,” and “deficit reduc- 
tion.” While they continue to lose 
billions in mega-business deba- 
cles like: the hazardous waste 
treatment plant, the bi-provincial 
upgrader, Gainers, Novatel and 
now MagCan; health care, educa- 
tion, social services and the arts 
get stuck with the bill. Say, what's 
the cause of the deficit?

Eight seasons and a gizillion 
Sterling awards later, Jim Gue- 
do’s Phoenix is undeniably 
Edmonton's leading alternative 
theatre. Guedo has done nothing 
but get better since his arrival in 
Edmonton. Who will ever forget 
Road, Lion in the Streets, Mar- 
vin's Room, Escape - From 
Happiness, The Artificial Jungle 
— this list could go on too. 

It’s a good time for change at 
the Phoenix Guedo is close to 
outgrowing it. His last produc- 




















tion, Sweeney Todd, was bursting 
out of the seams of the Kaasa 
While it’s true that Guedo is guar- 
anteeda certain amount of success 
because the Phoenix's plays are 
already proven hits, and he has 
not to my knowledge risked a new 
work there, Guedo's imagination 
and consistency clearly establish 
him as one of Canada’s top direc- 
tors. We are lucky to have watched 
him hone his craft here. 

During Guedo’s tenure The 
Phoenix Downtown also devel- 
oped into a hot theatre venue, 
another feather in his cap. He has 
been touted as the perfect succes- 
sor to Phillips at the Citadel, but 
it's highly doubtful they would be 
that bold, and Guedo has indicat- 
ed he intends to freelance in 
bigger ponds. Wouldn't it be fan- 
tastic if he and Phillips switched 
places and stayed? 

The departures of Phillips, Gue- 
do, and Haug and Potter's 
vacation do not fall into the dark 
side, however, because their leav- 
ing opens the door to change, 
which is good for Edmonton. For 
a long time there was not much 
lateral movement in the direction 
of theatre here. 

Stephen Heatley was at Thea- 
tre Network for 12 years, Gerry 
Potter’s been at Workshop West 
for 15, Guedo for eight, Haug 
for six. The Citadel drifted aim- 
fessly. Calgarian Gyllian Raby’s 
work never really caught on and 











she left Northern Light to be 
replaced by Edmonton familiar 
Robert Astle. Ben Henderson, 
former Artistic Director at Nex- 
us Theatre, took over Network 
Whese were not stagnant years 
by any means. Much great work 
was done, but by a relatively

Artistic life 


D.D. Kugler’s arrival at North- 
ern Light is definitely one of the 
brightest moments of 1994. In 
May, his first production, Women 
Beware Women, garnered an un- 
precedented seven Sterling 
nominations. After Robert Astle’s 
troubled season, Northern Light 
tottered on the brink of oblivion 
NLT’s first show this season, 
Some Assembly Required, con- 
firmed that the company is 
artistically alive again, but this 
excellent show was poorly at- 
tended. Kugler plans two more 
shows this season which both 
look very cool, so hopefully 
audiences will clue in to what 
Northern Light has to offer. 

The resurrection of Nexus The- 
atre provided more good news in 
1994. When the late Earl Klein 
was its artistic director, he re- 
ferred to Nexus as “the canary in 
the mine shaft,” meaning the 
health of his company would in- 
dicate the state of theatre in 
Edmonton. In 1993, Nexus can- 
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it was a solid effort from a young 
director, and inspires some hope 
for Nexus’ future 

If the canary in the mine shaft is 
still alive, then Theatre Network's 
continued presence among the 
living lends credence to Earl's 
maxim. The good news here is 
that Network is still alive, al- 
though apparently that could 
change at any moment. After dis- 
covering themselves in the red 
this summer, new general manag- 
er David Hennessey said he 
expected the bank to change the 
locks at any moment. Artistic di- 
rector Ben Henderson's 
programming has helped stave off 
bankruptcy 

Network co-produced an amaz- 
ing, and very well attended 
production of Poor Superman 
with Workshop West, then beat 
the bankers further back with The 
Messiah, the Christmas story ac- 
cording to Three Dead Trolls ina 
Baggie. The latter was so success- 
ful it was held over. Network's 
survival is still tenuous, and its 
loss would be terrible. May their 
success continue in 1995. 


Increasing numbers 


The best news of 1994 was the 
flourishing of the small theatre 
movement. Despite the inaccessi- 
bility of the Phoenix downtown 
for most of the season, the hard- 
ships plaguing the medium-sized 
companies, and practically no fi-

Workshop West and Northern 
Light. They all grew into medium- 
sized theatres and for a number of 
years kept most of Edmonton's 
actors working, but increasing 
numbers of new writers, actors and 
directors have begun to bump their 
heads on the same ceiling which 
appeared 15 years ago 

Now a new crop of small com- 
panies is peeking through, led by 
the Chinook Consortium. Union 
Theatre, Stewart Lemoine’s Tea- 
tro la Quindicina, Shadow 
Theatre, the Trolls, and Rapid Fire 
are all producing seasons in the 
Chinook building, as well as rent- 
ing space to successful Fringe 
companies like Noises in the At- 
tic. Companies like Shoe String 
Theatre are mounting bare bones 
shows too. Lacking the easy ac- 
cess tO government money 
enjoyed in the 1970's, this move- 
ment has had a rougher go than 
its predecessor, but it continues 
to produce very exciting theatre 
in increasing volume. Pray this 
weed doesn’t get pulled. 

The big news going into 1995 is 
that for the first time since 1982, 
a new theatre will open in Ed- 
monton. Due to open this March, 
the Timms Centre at the U of A is 
a state-of-the-art theatre built to 
accommodate small audiences. A 
proscenium theatre, it will be a 
perfect counterpart to the Kaasa, 
which is a thrust stage. The U of A

When! heard “Soupy Sales plays Mo- 
ses!” | really thought, “Oh boy, a 
movie not by Mel Brooks, but by a 
Mel Brooks wannabe! Oh, joy.”

ignorant of the blurb in the Princess _ 


guide. 

Meta-cinema? Why not? People 
watch shows with “The Making of...” 
somewhere in the title almost as read- 
ily as what ever it was that got made. 
Satirical documentaries with mock 
subject matter a la Spinal Tap and 
Bob Roberts have set precedents for 
moviegoers, so they're ready. Meta- 
cinematic satire was inevitable. 

In this film about the film, director 


Clive Walton (Canadian Mark Riley) 
and producer Marvin Handelman 
(Stephen Rappaport) have targeted 
an audience four billion strong. 
They've wrangled a six million dollar 
budget with an unnamed studio with 
unlimited powers of distribution. Eve 
Plumb (The Brady Bunch), Lou 
Ferrigno (The Inredible Hulk) and 
Soupy Sales (uhhh...) are signed 
Nothing can go wrong. They’re putting 
the entire Bible “in the can.” And we 
get to watch them put it there. 

The Borman brothers, Arthur (the 
real director) and Mark (the real pro- 
ducer), may have been shooting 
pieces of their own lives as they come 
from similar stock as their fictional 
counterparts (though neither of them 
list any soft-core porn in their 
resumes). After substantial experience 
in low-level positions in big produc- 
tions and not much more in high level 
positions in small productions, they 
tackled feature length. Unlike their 
characters, they wisely got help. 

Richard Raddon had only slightly 
more experience than the brothers as 
co-producer but, having apprenticed 
under John Hughes, had that much 
more feature length moxy. The strong- 
est member of the executive team 
was director of photography Lee Dan- 
ie! (Dazed and Capea, who cap-

Showcase 


Taking advantage of the Ed- 
monton Symphony gig as a 
showcase for the film was a hard 
thing to resist. “It’s a wonder- 
ful opportunity, but we've really 
had to push hard on the com- 
pletion of the film to have it 
ready on time. We've been go- 
ing flat out since last fall.” 

While a great opportunity for 
initial exposure, Portman says 
that the ESO concert is not the 
final word on the film. “It won’t 


really be the finished film until 
the music from the original song 
is On it.” 

“This showing will provide 
us with a new perspective on 
the film,” Crandall believes 

From the orchestra’s stand- 
point, working with film 
presents difficulties they don’t 
normally have. While they have 
accompanied silent films be- 
fore, the ESO now has to time 
their performance to a fast- 
moving, four-minute tune, in 
which timing is crucial. 

“At first, it was thought it 


would be too difficult to do,” 
says ESO resident guest con- 
ductor David Hoyt, the man 


who will be on the podium for 
the concert. “In film, you liter- 
ally can time things to a 
hundredth of a second. But 
we'll have adrum machine, and 
the charts done for the show 
(the orchestral arrangements 
done by veterans Tommy Banks 
and Roger Deegan) have the 
same number of bars as the 
song.

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Vampire novel set in Banff

Ithough she now has two vam- 

pire novels to her credit, being 
hailed as Canada’s answer to Anne 
Rice doesn’t bother Nancy Baker 
one bit. “It’s so obvious, and being 
compared to Anne Rice is not a 
problem,” she says on the phone 
from Calgary where she was pro- 
moting her latest work Blood and 
Chrysanthemums (Penguin Books 
Canada, 282 pp., $18.99). “I do 
think it’s a little misleading though, 
in that our books aren't very simi- 
lar at all. My vampires, and the 
world they live in, are very differ- 
ent than hers,” she explains. 

The world that Baker's vampires 
inhabit is rather close to home — 
Banff to be exact. Ardeth and Ro- 
zokov, the vampire couple at the 
heart of Baker's novels, flee to the 
Rocky Mountains from Toronto af- 
ter a horrifying experience detailed 
in Baker's first novel, The Night 
Inside 


Nourishment 


The two soon find themselves 
trapped in a tediously monotonous 
existence. Slumbering by day, they 
make a pact not to feed on humans, 
thus relegating themselves to less 
satisfying nourishment from other 
sources. Eventually Ardeth, a 
strong-willed and sharply intelli- 
gent vampire,—finds herself 
questioning the commitment be- 
tween herself and Rozokov. 
However, while she embarks ona 
solo journey back eastward, sever- 
al Japanese vampires from the 
ancient yakuza (the Japanese un- 
derworld) have other plans in mind 
for the estranged couple. 

Baker skillfully weaves the dom- 
inant story of Ardeth’s personal 
struggles with Japanese imagery, 
poetry, and history. The effect is

MY LIFE IN HOCKEY 

Jean Beliveau 

McClelland & Stewart (308 pp., 
$29.95) 


J ean Beliveau was my first hock- 
ey hero. I still remember the 
images of him striding confidently 
down the ice with profound pur- 
pose — taking much abuse from 
opposing players and giving very 
little in return — as he led the 
Montreal Canadiens to anumber of 
Stanley Cups during the ‘60s. He 
was the embodiment of class and 
achievement as he scored 76 points 
in his last season of pro hockey: a 
statistic that hinted that he hung up 
the skates way too early. 

These facts are not lost on Be-

the ironic juxtaposition of beau- 
ty and the grotesque. “A lot of 
the imagery came out of reading 
a lot of Japanese history,” she 
explains. “I read a great book 
about the history of sex in Japan 
which was really useful because 
sex is so tied into vampirism. It 
was fascinating to think about 
what it would be like to be a vam- 
pire in a culture that didn’thavea 
lot of the religious and sexual 
baggage that ours has.” 

The Night Inside received in- 
stant acclaim both in Canada and 
the States, and has been translat- 
ed in five languages. Numerous 
positive reviews. indicate that 
Blood and Chrysanthemums will 
likely fare well also. Not a bad 
track record for an author who

Goyens and Allan Turowetz, Be- 
liveau goes about chronicling his 
hockey career, both pro and ama- 
teur. The surprising thing here is 
that Beliveau spends the first hun- 
dred pages covering his playing 
days with the Quebec Citadels and 
later the Quebec Aces. It is with the 
Aces that Beliveau rose to a God- 
like status in Quebec City (much 
like Guy Lafleur in the late '60s). 
Despite reaching the age of eligibil- 
ity for NHL play, Beliveau continued 
to balk at playing in the big league, 
and with good reason.

York jazz scene in 1959. The club 
was the Five Spot. The band fea- 
tured Haden, Don Cherry, Billy 
Higgins and Ornette Coleman 

“Most people loved us and a lot 
of people hated it,” recalls Haden 
of what was a revolutionary sound 
atthe time. “We had a lot of contro- 
versy in the press, but we didn’t 
think about that stuff 

“We were just trying to play our 
music.”’ 

The music heralded the birth of 
free jazz. The quartet improvised 
on the feel of the music, disre- 
garding conventional chordal and 
rhythmic structure. The band blew 
like a gale. It swept away abso- 
lutely everyone and changed the 
face of jazz 

Pretty heady stuff for Haden, 
who got his start in music at the 
precocious age of two. That's 
when he sang in his family's coun- 
try and western group, Uncle Carl 
Haden and the Haden Family. 
Haden's dad, "Uncle Carl," count- 
ed Hank Williams and Roy Acuff 
among his friends 


Perfect pitch 


Charlie sang with the family 
until he was 15. "I was brought up 
on perfect pitch and harmony, and 
the great songs from the Carter 
Family, the Delmore Brothers and 
Chet Atkins," says Haden. "It was 
just natural for me to be attracted 
to jazz, because it's the other 
American art form we have be- 
sides blues and country music.” 

In high school, Haden listened 
to jazz and began to pick up his 
older brother's bass and play along 
with the records. "To me, the bass 
made everything deeper. I always 
loved the instrument and just felt 
closer and closer to it." 


Jazz magic 


When Haden talks about jazz, it 
is with great reverence. "When 
people's lives are touched by the 
spontaneity of jazz, it touches 
something magical and deep." 
Haden's responsible for much of 
that magic. Last year alone, he 
recorded albums with Ginger Bak- 
er and Bill Frisell, Kenny Barron, 
Abby Lincoln, and Hank Jones.

In this whole retro nouveau doldrums phase 
that we've had to endure the last decade, 
we've-noticed some promising develop- 
ments. Actists of generations past dusted 
themselves off and actually became, dare | 
say it, inventive! The Rolling Stones un- 
leashed their best album since Tattoo You, 
Dick Dale provided a psychotic twang to 
surfing instrumentals on the Pulp Fiction 
soundtrack and Johnny Cash unplugged 
Glenn Danzig in the presence of producer 
Rick Rubin. 

Which is why, if the trend continues, 
1995 is going to be so good for retreads 
wanting to experimenta bit. Leading off the 
year is Wayne Kramer, the legendary gui- 
tarist of Detroit’s flower-power bashers 
from yesteryear, The MCS, and lately of the 
politically-correct satirical duo Bongwater. 








Not only is Kramer's solo offering, 
The Hard Stuff, exactly what the title 
implies, it also throws out the rear view 
mirror. With deadly abandon, Kramer 
executes rockers at such an intense level, 
his repertoire would easily fit on a bill 
with L7 and Cadillac Tramps.
